All three of these multiple-choice 
statements were repeated in various 
ways by speakers at the Panther 
Sentinel-sponsored three hour 
Jarvis/Gann (Proposition 13) forum 
May 4. - 

About 150 audience members 
wandered in and out of the amphi- 
theatre — each listener hearing at 
least one speaker on. each side of 
Proposition 13 and hearing one of the 
above statements at least-once. Most 
questioners and vocal audience 
members attacked 13 and cheered or 
applauded speakers against 13. 

An early indication of the audi- 
ence’s bias came when an early gust 
in the afternoon’s breezes blew the 
‘Jarvis’ poster off of the backdrop. 
About half the audience cheered. 

Speakers for 13 were Don Sothard, 
vice-president of the Monterey 
County Taxpayers “ Association 
(which is against 13); Bob Moreland, 
representing the Santa Cruz branch 
of ‘’People’s Advocate’’ (headed 
statewide by Paul Gann); and Tom 
Reimer, representing the ‘’Yes on 
13’’ speakers bureau. 

Against 13 were David Shipnuck, 
Hartnell political science and eéco- 
nomics professor; Richard Andrews, 
Monterey County administrative of- 
ficer; and Art McLaughlin, Califor- 

‘nia Teachers Association consultant 
and ‘‘No on 13’’ speakers bureau 
member. 

Sothard maintained that 13 would 
cut the fat from government but not 


cut essential services, such _as 
schools, police and fire protection. 
He was rebutted by Shipnuck, who 
argued that 13 would hurt those very 
services while missing the real.target 
of the tax reformers in Sacramento 
and Washington.

Swim coach recuperates; 
assailant held for trial 


Hartnell swimming coach Mike 
Garibaldi remains in Salinas Valley 
Memorial Hospital in fair condition 
six weeks after having been seriously 


_wounded in a shooting incident at his 


apartment on April 17. 

The. incident occurred when Joe 
Hernandez, an investigator with the 
District Attorney’s office found his 
wife, Michele, at Garibaldi’s apart- 
ment. During the scuffle that 
followed, Garibaldi was shot in the 
left side. 


Hernandez, -who is, being repre- . 


sented by Hartnell Trustee William 
F. Bryan, was bound over for trial in 
Monterey County Superior Court. 
Trial date was set for May 16. 

Mrs. Hernandez, in a preliminary 
hearing before Judge Robert O’Far- 
rell. last week, testified that her 
husband shot Garibaldi. 

Now it is uncertain when or if 
Garibaldi will be able to return to his 
duties ‘as Hartnell swim coach. 

Currently four staff members, 
Andy Newton,” Jerry Stoffle, Jim 
McGauhey and John Munroe, have 
assumed Garibaldi’s duties.

Seven students have announced 
their candidacy in an election to be 
held May 17 and 18 that will fill six of 
the 13 open seats on the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College (ASHC) 
Senate.

A survey of student -and faculty taken on 
campus over the past week showed: some 
interesting differences of those opinions, depend- 
‘ing on whether the question was asked of a 
homeowner or non-homeowner, a registered or 
non-registered voter. 
The questions asked were as follows; 
(1) Are you aware of the Jarvis/Gann initiative? 
The question sought to discover the familarity 
of our readers with the initiative. Of all responses 
- received, 79 percent replied that they had heard of 
Prop. 13; of homeowners, over 91 percent, and of 
registered voters, over 94 percent. ~ 
(2) Are you familar with the Behr bill, Prop. 8? 
Over 60 percent of homeowners polled replied 
that they at least had knowledge of the bill, far 
outdistancing other categories. Those not registe- 
ed to vote showed but 11 percent knowing of the 
proposition, non-homeowners showed 22 percent, 
and the total averaged to 35 percent. 
Question three asked if the responder had heard 
both sides of the issue and while 39 percent total 
replied that they had, 46 percent replied

Question four asked if responders owned a 
home with 63 (33.3) percent answering yes to 
either ownership of their home or of a rental 
property. 

Question five asked if the value {assessed) of 
the owned properties had ;isen in the past two 
years with 74 percent replying that it had. 

Question six asked if the answerer favored the 
passage of Jarvis/Gann. Only 20 percent of the 
total responses showed favoritism, with home- 
owners (38-38, 24 no opinion) more inclined than 
non-homeowners (11-51, 38 no opinion) 

Question seven asked for those who opposed 
Jarvis/Gann with the overall response showing 37 
percent in opposition (with an equal number 
having no opinion), the only wide variation 
showed 47 percent of registered voters opposing, 
30 percent not opposing and 23 percent having no 
opinion. In contrast, 19 percent of those not 
registered oppose, 21 percent do not oppose, and

Terry Galloway, Claude Grady, 
Bob Schindler and Mike Folletta took 
second in the 440 relay, only 
two-tenths of a second behind the 
winners. The mile relay team of 
James ‘‘Tiny’’ Davis, Brad Stein- 
bach, George Torres and Ricardo 
Vargas had a season best time (3:20) 
for second. Bob Elliot, in the javelin, 
placed second with a throw of 187-9, 
and Davis took second in the 400 
meter dash with a time of 48.7. 

Grady and Skip Valencia each took 
a third, Grady in the 110 meter 
hurdles (15.0) and Valencia in the 
pole vault (13-6). Jim Rossi took a 
fourth in the triple jump with 45-11 
YR.

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"Should ASHC be abolished?" Student officers dubete idaace 


At the April 27 meeting of the 
officers of the Associated Students of 
Hartnell College (ASHC) President 
Jamie Rowland brought up the 
“question of whether the student: 
senate structure should be abolish- 
ed, reduced in size or left alone. 

‘For the last three years we have 
had vacancies in our 12 offices,’’ 
Rowland noted. ‘‘It would be an 
ideally-sized government if all the 
students were interested, but over 
the last several years interest has 
dwindled. 


“‘We could reduce the number of 
offices to make our government more 
efficient,’’ Rowland suggested. ‘‘Of 
course, if we do that, we reduce 


» Student’ representation. But what's 


the difference between having only

‘Health on wheels (for $80) rolls 
around to Hartnell campus 


Health Examinetics is a fairly new 
idea in medicine, a complete physi- 


cal examination on wheels. ‘’You 
don’t go to the doctors office -- the 
office comes to you,’’ says Tom 


Banaszak unit director. 

The oversized Examinetics super 
van visited Hartnell campus last 
month. The program was sponsored 
by California Teachers Association 
during the April visit to Hartnell 
College. 

Anyone can go through’ the 
program if they are covered by 
health insurance or are willing to pay 
approximately $80. 

The unit does not deal with 
illnesses, but is equipped to give 
complete’ physical examinations. 
Afterwards, the data from the 
physicals is fed into a computer and 
the test results are mailed out. The

The staff of five people includes: 
two registered nurses, two X-ray 
technicians and one medical assist- 
ant. 

The. driver-engineer also main- 
tains the unit. 

Banaszak, registered nurse 
and unit director says the unit is 
well-utilized. ‘‘It is an advantage to 
give this service right at the job 
site,’’ Banaszak claims. 

“The staff was kept very .busy 
while on campus but enjoyed the 
experience’’ said Examinetics medi- 
cal assistant Georgette Corpos.

Fidel Lorenzo, ASHC vice-presi- 
dent, did not participate in the 
discussion. 

Other matters covered in this 
session were: 

—A motion to create a new 
senatorial effice for student repre- 
sentative to the board of trustees 
passed two to one. Walberg. and 
Miss Cole approved the motion, 
McClure opposed the motion by 
proxy and Lorenzo abstained. The 
officers present agreed that the new 
office should be filled by a student 
who has no other senatorial or 
student government duties. Row- 
land suggested, however, that if the 
office went unfilled for lack of 
the ASHC president 
should be appointed to serve as 
student representative. 

—Miss Cole reported on -the 
availability of a movie to be rented. 
The officers discussed possible show 
times and whether or not it would be 
feasible to distribute refreshments. 
Rowland commented, ‘‘Last year 
they had free movies with free 
popcorn and free soft drinks and only 
a few people showed up.” 


Rowland ‘suggested that ASHC 
officers hold an extra meeting in 
order to work on business. No 
definite time or place was announ- 
ced. 


—The idea of a forum for people 
running - for student government 
office was discussed. However, no 
definite action was taken. ‘‘When 
candidates hear they have to give a 
speech, they drop out of the race,’’ 
said Rowland. .. 

— Rowland requested ‘reimburse- 
ment for $15.30 worth of added 
airline costs to a conference he 
attended in Los Angeles. 

—Rowland announced that con- 
trary to previous information, the 
cheerleaders still had $307 in the 
Intercollegiate Holding Fund. Row- 
land said he would so. inform the 
cheerleaders. 

—A motion for ASHC-sponsored 
dance at the end of the year was 
brought forth. Rowland noted that 
the ASHC usually loses $200 to $300 
on a dance: Lorenzo and (by proxy) 
McClure went on record as being 
opposed to an end-of-the-year dance. 
In further discussion, however, the 
officers responded favorably to the 
idea of a disco dance to be held at the 
end of the year. A final decision on 
the matter was postponed until 
later.
